A FILIPINO STORY. 


London Junta Save Rebel* Ambushed 


Fart of JLawton'tt Command. 


London, 
April 
19—The 
Filipino's 


European junta claims to have re- 
ceived a cablegram from General Luna 
"commanding the Manila district," di- 
rect from Manila Friday, declaring 
General Lawton, "whose object was to 
proceed to Baler and effect a junction 
with the Yorktown," was inveigled by 
the Filipinos' tactics into "perilously 
extending his line, with the result that 
a column consisting of 140 officers and 


men, 
on reaching a place called Bynon- 


gonam, was ambushed by a large 
Filipino^ force, communication with 
the main force severed, and the entire 
column captured." Filipino advices 
further assert that General Lawton, 
who was at Laguna de Bay on hear- 
ing the news "retired to Manila, stat- 
ing he had been recalled by Major 
General Otis on the ground that a 
native rising in Manila was Imminent." 
The foregoing is said to be a separate 
affair from the disappearance of the 
crew of the Yorktown in the vicinity of 
Baler. The Filipinos also claim that 
they have occupied the town of Zam- 
boanga In the southern part of the 
island of Mindanao, recently evacu- 
ated by the Spaniards. Only a few of 
the latter were remaining to hand over 
the place to the Americans. The Fil- 
ipinos are also said to have captured 
7,000 Mauser rifles, all the ammunition 
and several Spanish gunboats, which 
the rebels say they have navigated up 
the Elo Grande and out of the reach of 
the Americans.

Washington, April 19--The following 


cablegram was received from General 
Otis: "Manila, April 19—Lawton re- 
turned from the lake country the 17th 
instant, 
bringing 
captured 
vessels. 


The insurgents are much scattered. 
They retreat before our forces and 
await opportunity to attack 
detach- 


ments. The better class of people are 
tired of the war and desire peace. The 
enemy build hope on the return of our 
volunteers to the United States. Its 
army is much demoralized and the loss 
by deserters and death is large. It will 
probably prosecute a guerilla warfare, 
looting and burning the country which 
it occupies. The health and spirits of 
the troops are good. The volunteers' 
return will commence about May 5. 
The volunteers will render willing ser- 
vice until return transports are avail- 
able. 
Embarkation 
will 
continue 


through June and July. Heports from 
Visayan islands continue very en- 
(|ouraging. Inter-island commeice is 
heavy. Custom receipts are Increasing."

More About Yorktown; 


Manila, April 19—Admiral Dewey has 


been notified of the strange disappear- 
ance of Lieutenant Gilmore and 14 of 
the crew of the gunboat Yorktown, 
who went Saturday to rescue the 
Spanish garrison at Balor. An ensign 
who landed at the mouth of the river 
reports that he heard three volleys, a 
bugle call and cheers from up the river, 
but the automatic run in the boat was 
not heard. A search was made but no 
traces of the commander of the York- 
town were found. It is believed that 
the Filipinos captured or sunk the boat 
or that the Spaniards' rescued 
the 


American party. A scouting party; of 


Americans this morning found a rebel 
skirmish line over a mile long east of 
Mololos. A sharp fi|ilade 
followed. 


There were no losses. 


Brigadier General Charles King is ill 


and unable to resume his command. He 
has been ordered home in the first 
transport. 


Dewey Will Rescue. 


Washington, April 19—The 
officials 


of the navy department are confident 
that such of the men of the Yorktown 
as escaped 
being killed outright at 


first in the ambuscade will be well 
treated by the 
insurgents. 
Other 


American prisoners have been treated 
well. No instructions have been sent to 
Admiral Dewey as it is believed he is 
fully competent to deal with the situ- 
ation. The officials believe in his as- 
surance that he will spare no effprts 
to rescue Gilmore and his men if alive.

Lieutenant Gilmore, the officer referred 


to as captured, is well known in Wash- 
ington, having been stationed here for 
some time, and his wife and family liv- 
ing here. 
He was born in Philadelphia 


July 10, 1854, and was appointed a naval 
cadet from Arizona In Septemper, 187L 
He reached his present grade of lieu- 
tenant in 1891. 


He served on the auxiliary cruiser St 


Paul, under Captain Sigsbee, throughout 
the war. On Jan. 14 last he sailed on 
the hospital ship Solace for Manila, and 
was assigned by Admiral Dewfey to the 
Yorktown.

tried to dissuade Mr.1 McCarthy, but 
when the silver leader accepted the in- 
vitation they concluded to turn in and 
make the affair a success. According- 
ly they shut out Mr. McCarthy and 
called a meeting of the central com- 
mittee to take charge of the affair. The 
meeting was attended by only a few 
members, but plans were perfected for 
a reception at Yates hotel and a mass 
meeting- intheAlhambra. Yesterday Mr. 
McCarthy insisted on putting up a 
banner in the hall.

The .committee 
informed him he was side-tracked and 
no such placard should be put up. To- 
day Mr. McCarthy flourishes a lease of 
the Alhambra Tor tomorrow, having 
gotten ahead of the committee in se- 
curing it, and states he is in control 
and will put up whatever sentiments 
he pleases.

The dispatch from Admiral Dewej 


caused much excitement in naval circle1- 
as soon as its contents became known 
It was received late in the day, and con- 
siderable delay was occasioned by the 
blindness of some of'the cipher v/ords 
It was impossible to completely decipher 
it. 


The capture of the Yorktown's men 


was discussed with much feeling in navai 
circles. The misfortune was felt with 
added keenness, as the navy had prided 
lt«elf thus far on immunity from re- 
verses. The admiral's dispatch was the 
first knowledge the department had that 
the Yorktown had gone on this special 
mission to relieve the Spanish garrison 
at Baler. That the capture should have 
been effected while the American forces 
were on a mission of mercy toward the 
Spa.nda.rds, rather than in the prosecu- 
tion 'of a campaign, leads to the belief 
that Spain would have no further ground 
for questioning th* good faith with which 
the Americans were seeking to relieve 
the condition of the Spanish prisoners. 


Although the dispatch gave no indica- 


tion that Lieutenant Gllmore and his 


men had lost their lives, yet great anx- 
iety was aroused by the mystery sur- 
rounding their fate while in the hands of 
an uncivilized enemy. This is the first 
capture of any Americans-, military or 
naval, so that it is unknown how the in- 
surgents will treat our men. If civilized 
methods were pursued an exchange coulc 
be quickly effected, as General Otis has 
a large number of Filipino prisoners, but 
the insurgents have been averse thus far 
to exchanging Spanish prisoners, and 
this raises^ question as to what they wil 
do with the Yorktown's men. The pur- 
pose of the officials here is to spare no 
effort to secure the speedy release of oiur 
men. 


The question of calling lor volunteers 


under the army reorganization bill for 
..service in the Philippines was not dis- 
cussed at yesterday's cabinet meeting. 
The adrn&iistration seems to be waiting 
developments before deciding this aues- 
tion. The administration's view of the 
situation was thus expressed by a cabinet 
officer: 


"Certainly, if th* Filipinos continue to 


resist as they have done, more troops will 
be necessary, but we anticipate a decided 
change in the situation shortly. There 
ar* two things in my opinion which w 
bring it about: First, the Filipinos must 
realize soon, if they do not already, that 
fighting the Americans is a very different 
proposition from fiffhting Spaniards; 
they must e«« that we are aggressive 
and determined, and that to stand out 
much longer will entail a useless sacrifice 
In the end. Secondly, they mu»t be al- 
ready be beginning to appreciate the dif- 
ference between our methods and in- 
tentions and those of the Spaniards, 
whose yoke has been thrown off. Our 
treatment of the prisoners cannot but 
have Impressed them, and soon thoy wiiH 
realize that we have no intention of 
crushing them and saddling them wttft 
a lot of blood-mckinf officials. Our 
purpoM IB to brinf order out of chaoe, 
to wtabl^i food (pvernmewt with a 
moMuro at •elf-rov«mm«nt by th* na- 
tive* and when tola it mor* fully realised 
I bejtovo th« inJliMncfrtf th* leader* who 
are ambitiou* for their personal a»*ran- 
dliement will fall away, and that the 
natives Witt readily acquiesce in our con- 
trol. Peace and liberty mint ultlim,t*ly 
appear."

Fierce Battle, In Which the Tiger WM 


Badly Beaten. 


The Paris letter of the London Post 


gives details of an extraordinary enter- 
tainment given at tbe Plaza de Madrid 
in the presence of 1,800 spectators. This 
was a combat between a royal Bengal 
tiger and an Andalusian fighting bull. 
Tbe tiger, Cesar, was a full grown 
brute belonging to Spessardi, the train- 
er, who bad never been able to do any- 
thing with it and had, indeed, once 
nearly fallen a victim to ita ferocity. 
| He sold it for 6,000 francs to tbe director 
| of the plaza. 


A cage 17 yards square by 4 in height 


had been erected in tbe middle of the 
arena, and tbe animals were brought on 
in vans, the bull being the first to be 
released iuto the inclosure. Tbe brute 
immediately began to run round and 
round bis prison, bellowing and throw- 
ing np sand and gravel with his hoofs. 


The instant the tiger entered the cage 


he gave a roar and bounded on tbe bull, 
avoiding tbe horns, and fixed on his 
flanks and belly with both teeth and 
claws. The bull remained still for a 
few seconds, and then seemed to be sink- 
ing backward to the ground. Tbe spec- 
tators thought that all was over, but 
the tiger let go for a second to take an- 
other bold, and in the brief interval 
waa kicked over by the wild plunges of 
the bull. Before tbe tiger had time to 
recover the ball was on him, and, sink- 
ing bis horns into the striped hide, it 
tossed the tiger into the air. 
This was 


repeated four or five times, the bull 
varying bis tactics occasionally by bang- 
ing his adversary against tbe bars. 
When the bull stopped, the tiger lay 
limp on the ground, and tbe crowd, 
thinking he was dead, cried, "Bravo, 
toro!" 


The bull stood stamping for a mo- 


ment in tbe middle of the cage, and 
then, seeing tbe tiger did not move, ap- 
proached and smelled him. But Cesar 
was only shamming death and seized 
the bull's muzzle in his powerful jaws 
so the animal could not move. Eventu- 
ally, however, he was released, and aft- 
er stamping furiously on the tiger again 
caught him on his horns. This time the 
tossing, stamping and banging appar-, 
ently really ended in Cesar's death. 
The cage was then opened, and the bull 
rushed out and back to his stable. For 
precaution's sake the tiger's van waa 
brought up, and, to tbe general sur-i 
prise, Cesar rose to his feet, glaucedj 
round as if afraid the bull was stilt 
there, and then bounded into the vanJ 
Tbe tiger was found to have five ribs' 
broken, besides having a number of 
wounds from the bull's horns. It is said 
that all wild animals—bears, lions, 
panthers asd tigers—fare badly in com- 
bat with the Spanish fighting bull. 
Man and the elephant are the only sure 
victors over thnae active nud ferocious 
b easts.

It is now tbe cus- 
tom of tbe printer's reader—our great 
authority—to treat "none" aa invari- 
ably singular, a contraction for no one. 
But it ia useful as a plural and ia so 
used in Shakespeare—e. g., "Speak 
daggers, but use none." Why may we 
not continue to say, "I spoke to no wo- 
men at tbe meeting because there were 
none present?"—Academy.

The Locality of Plicate* 


In an interesting article on tbe areas 


of diseaso the London Saturday Review 
remarks upon tbe consensus of medical 
opinion tbat diseases in general have 
their local habitations—some, like trop- 
ical animals and plants, living only in 
tbe tropioe; some, like consumption, 
gradually spreading over the whole 
earth, wbile others, like leprosy and 
smallpox, are by degrees becoming lim- 
ited in their distribution, possibly tend* 
ing, it may be, toward extinction. On 
the other band, however, there are re- 
gions to whioh diseases have never 
reached, for instance, on tbe summits of 
high mountain ranges and in tbe cir- 
onmpolar suowfields tbe earth and air 
and water are as barren of the microbes 
of disease aa they are of animal life. 
Tbe writer in Tbe Review admits tbat 
in a country like Britain, thickly popu- 
lated for ma£y centuries, and with tbe 
freest circulation of population, it can- 
not be doubted that every yard of sur- 
face contains tbe germs of the moro 
common diseases, and the native of 
aome newer land brought over to Brit- 
ain's shores falls a victim to its plague 
stricken soil, but by generations of a 
destructive elimination Britons have 
become bigbly resistant to their native 
diseases, yet not fully so, for cancer and 
consumption, two of the most common 
aoourges, atill bold powerful IWMT.

'If you folks'll 
hold still a minute,' be said, 'we'll 
•have a picture of this if we ever get out 
of it.' And for a moment people forgot 
the terrible situation, and 1 have always 
believed that one of the women adjusted 
her water soaked gown so that she 
might look well in tbe picture taken 
under the shadow of tbe destroying an- 
gel. 


"Well, we got through it all right, 


although we came to Liverpool in a sad- 
ly battered condition, and when they 
hoisted the trunks from tbe hold tbe 
water ran out of them as though each 
piece was a sieve. We had service on 
board the ship the Sunday following 
our disaster, and, although two days 
bad passed since we thought we were 
gone, we seemed only then to appreciate 
fully what bad happened. Men and wo- 
men who bad shown no sign of fear now 
moped in corners with trembling lips, 
unable to speak because of the lump in 
their throats, and the service of song

I 
made a bag of it, carried it on deck, 
and when I came to where the boat 
should have been I found that it had 
gone, and I, with tbe treasure, was left 
in the rapidly sinking ship. I can think 
of any number of situations which I 
Would have preferred to mine just then. 
The wind being against mo, I could not 
snake myself heard. I put up signals, 
and no one would ever guess wbat I did 
then. I wanted to keep my wits about 
me and block all chances for nervous- 
ness, so I did what requires a man's 
full attention—began to shave, and I 
doubt whether I ever did a cleaner or a 
better job. 
" 'By tbe time I bad finished my 


companions must have missed me, for I 
could see them returning, and when 
they came alongside there were not 
many inches to step down from tbe

NATURE OF LIFE.' "~~ 


A Talk «a the Interaction of the Constit- 


uent* ot ProtoplMui. 


Herbert Spencer's definition of the 


nature of life implies, ax is well known, 
a continuous adjustment of internal to 
external relations, says the London 
Lancet. In other words, vitality is pre- 
served by interactions goitig on between 
the constituents of the protoplasm. On 
the face of it this view must fao very 
materially modified iu the light of some 
exceedingly interesting experiments re- 
cently brought to the notice of the 
Royal society by Horace Brown, whoso 
classic reHeai'oliiJti on that interesting 
class of ferments the enzymea are well 
knowu. He has found that by submit- 
ting seeds to the very low temperature 
of evaporating liquid air—i. e., from 
—183 degrees C. to 192 degrees C.—for 
110 consecutive hours their power of 
geraiimuiiig is not in any way impair- 
ed. Since the above temperature is con- 
siderably below that at which ordinary 
chemical reactions take place, the re- 
sult is very remarkable and would ap- 
pear to show that although a state of 
complete chemical inertness ib proto- 
plasm may be established it does not 
necessarily lead to a destruction of its 
potential activity. 
' Is this protoplasm thus brought to a 
"resting" condition to burst into activi- 
ty on restoring favorable conditions? If 
so, what becomes of life during this 
"rest?" These observations are also of 
interest in connection with the sugges- 
tion of Lord Kelviii 'that the origin of 
life as we know it may have been extra 
terrestrial and due to the "moss grown 
fragments from the ruins of another 
•world" which reached the earth aa 
meteorites. That such fragments might 
circulate in the intense cold space for a 
perfectly indefinite period without prej- 
udice to their freight of seeds or spores 
is, Horace Brown remarks, almost cer- 
tain from the facts we know abont the 
maintenance of life by "resting" pro- 
toplasm. The difficulties in the way of 
accepting such a hypothesis certainly 
do not lie in this direction. Here is an 
interesting problem for biologists, and 
the development of the question will be 
followed with the keenest interest.

Saloon, keepers occupy a unique po-

There hasn't been a time, and 
it will be many a day before there will 
be a time* when saloon privileges will 
eo beggin«r 
The fact that there are 


men who will run saloons and the fact 
that communities vote to have saloons 
are two facts which may be accepted 
for the purpose of the comment we 
wish to make. Accepting these two 
facts, which are proven by conditions 
as they exist today in this city, we 
want to call attention to other facts 
almost invariably lost sight of. 


As we have said the saloon keeper is 


in an unpopular business. 
The tem- 


perance 
clement is his open enemy. 


The prohibitionist is loud against him. 
The pulpit is unceasing in its denuncia- 
tion of his business. The law has 
hemmed him in on all sides, and officers 
of the law are constantly on the watch 
for any lapses he may make. 
The 


moral sentiment of the community is 
opposed to him. The town or city de- 
mands from him a large fee for his 
business privilege, and his business 
life and the large sum he pays for his 
license, are at the will of a board of 
three or four men, the selectmen of a 
town or license commissioners of a 
city, whose authority in liquor license 
matters is as arbitrary as the author- 
ity of a despot Mark all these things 
carefully, note that they are true and 
then wonder if you can why saloon 
keepers are sensitive about publicity. 
It is* this sensitiveness about publicity 
that we wish to call your attention to 
particularly. The saloon keeper knows 
very well the house that can easily be 
brought 
down about his ears. He 


knows the tide of public sentiment that 
is ready for loosing against him, and 
he knows that his license, costing him 
$2,000, can be revoked on a mere tech- 
nicality. Threaten him in private with 
an action in the courts.threaten him 
publicly, or threaten him in any other 
way and, no matter whether he knows 
tha threat to be absolutely unjust, he 
will quite likely pay a good round sum 
to be let alone, to avoid the publicity. 
An old game of unscrupulous men and 
unscrupulous newspapers is to seize 
the money-making opportunity this 
shrinking from publicity affords and to 
attack the saloon keeper in the august 
name of the law or in the righteous 
nam» of public morals. These un- 
scrupulous 
men and 
unscrupulous 


newspapers know their tools. 
They 


Know the saloon keeper's weakness and 
they know the unpopularity of the 
saloon. 


We -have no defense to make for the 


saloon.. We would be glad to lend an 
honest hand to honest men to remove 
it forever, if possible, from this com- 
munity. But we do wish to see in this 
community, which votes license and 
exacts $2,000 for each saloon privilege, 
a public sentiment against milking the 
saloon keeper or the applicant tor a 
liquor license, using law, morals and 
reform 
as 
a 
protection 
under 


which 
to do the 
nefarious 
work. 


The people -need only to think of these 
things to fully understand.

No 
saloon man is fool enough to take the 
profits of a paying establishment and 
sink them in an establishment that is 
a failure. Who is the suckling that 
will talk to the contrary. 


This is Patriots' day. What is 


patriotism? There are schools and 
schools in this thing and it seems to be 
as much in dispute as the character of 
the sun. The flag is no good any 
longer; the nation is no good any 
longer; the people revert to barbarism 
on. the first opportunity; our political 
system is a disgrace to civilization, and 
we 
are all-rbund. dyed-in-the-wool 


specimens of total depravity. This, of 
course, is what they they tell us. What 
the dickens, then, is Patriots' day for? 
To praise the past on, we wonder, to 
damn the present and scandalize the 
future before she's born? We suppose 
so. Thjb has been the way of the 
pessimist from the very beginning of 
society The farther back in history, the 
higher the good. And this, without 
joking, means that tho greatest good 
earth ever knew was at the beginning 
of things, and that from bad to worse 
instead of from good to better is the 
order of nature. A plague upon the 
addle pates, the no-goods, the misan- 
thropes who whine this doctrine!

It is difficult to describe the surprise 


on board tha United States cruiser 
Raleigh when, on Dec. 13, 1898, the 
word came, "Yon are ordered to New 
York." Every one fully expected to re- 
main on tho station at Manila for many 
months at least. Indeed the story wns 
hardly credited until coming officially 
from the great Dewey himself. 


As it was generally believed that 


nothing was left for the navy in Asiatic 
waters but routine duty, we were con- 
sidered in great luck, ami congratula- 
tions were showered upon us from all 
sides. Yet, glad as we were to be ordered 
home, onr happiness was impaired by 
the prospect of parting from our dear 
admiral. Had we known that work still 
remained for the navy in Manila it is 
needless to say what onr choice would 
have been. Many transfers in the per- 
sonnel were at once effected, and laore 
than one poor fellow drew a long face 
on finding he was to remain behind. 


The evening before the Raleigh's de- 


parture we gave a farewell smoker to 
the officers of the fleet. The great silver 
punch bowl for which we have to 
thank the generous citizens of North 
Carolina was made to do its full duty, 
while amid the aroina of excellent Ma- 
nilas many a song, story or toast served 
to enliven the brotherly company until 
late into the night. The favorite song, 
composed by one of our visitors for the 
occasion, was entitled "A Rooster From 
the Raleigh, " each verse ending: 


For God's sake, save tho pieces 
When you reach New Yorkl 


It is evident that the poet foresaw 


the kindly intentions of our friends in 
that good city. 


All being ready, on Dec. 15 we broke 


our "homeward bound" pennant and, 
having obtained the usual permission 
by signal, got underway. As we passed 
each ship our friends manned the rig- 
ging and gave us hearty cheers.' Of 
course these compliments were returned 


, with interest. The Olympia and Balti- 
1 more had their bands on deck, and the 


good old strains of "Home, Sweet 
Home," floated across Cavite bay. Be- 
fore leaving port the Raleigh rounded 
to under the stern of the flagship, and 
we gave three rousing cheers for the 
hero under whose orders it will be for 
each of us a lasting pride to have served. 


! 
It is gratifying to us to know that 


the admiral shared our regret at part- 
ing. His indorsement on Captain Cogh- 
lan's orders contained this remarkable 
clause, "Wishing you a pleasant voy- 
age and parting with you with deep re- 
gret, I am, very respectfully, George 
Dewey, rear admiral, U- S. N." The 
Raleigh was certainly a favorite of Ad- 
miral Dewey. She was kept on almost 
constant service of an important nature 
during her stay in the Philippines, and 
Dewey was once heard to say, "The 
Raleigh ia always ready, always ready 1" 
It would seem that this ship had earned 
her right to this motto. Who could help 
being proud of his vessel when thus 
flattered by such an authority ? 
| 
The run to Singapore was made in 


five days, without incident. The south- 
ern China sea, except in one of its ugly 


, moods, is gentle and pleasant to sail 
upon. On arriving at Singapore the 
ship went into drydock. At this port 
began the series of festivities which 
waa to follow us throughout our trip. 
Here we found the fine Prince of Wales' 
Own regiment stationed. During our 
stay the officers of this regiment, as 
well as those of the artillery, were de- 
voted to us. A grand dinner and Christ- 
mas lunclrton given by the regimental 
mess was returned by a dinner on 
board. On this occasion the authorities 
at the botanical gardens most kindly 
sent us a cartload of flowers and greens 
for decorative purposes. 
' 


British and American flags were con* I 


gpicuously displayed, and the regimental 
photograph presented by the officers* 
was framed and hung in thw wessroom. 
At this dinner the' president and queen 
were toasted with great enthusiasm, 
while mutual expressions of pleasure at 
the entente between the countries were 
constant. At last the time came to* de- 
part, and we regretfully took leave of 
our new friends. The run to Colombo 
was made in perfectly smooth water 
and fine weather. The bay of Bengal, 
"where the flying fishes play and the 
dawn comes up like thunder," was in 
genial mood. We saw plenty of flying 
fishes, it is true, but so far as I observed 
the dawn came up in the usual ortho- 
dox manner. 
• « 


At Colombo the Raleigh waa received 


most cordially 
The weather was de- 


lightful, and we enjoyed immensely 
the cool afternoon breezes on the veran- 
das of the Galle Face hotel, or club. 
The regiment gave us a dinner which ; 
lasted until 2 in the morning, when a 
supper was served. The band played 
delightfully in the grounds during tho 
evening. Sonsa/s inspiring marches and 
other American 'airs forming a large 
part of the programme. Here, as at 
Singapore, expressions of mutual na- 
tional esteem and withes, for still closer 
relations were freely indulged in, and 
jflpeecbea were made which must have 
caused the abstract Anglo-Saxon's ears 
to tingle with pride and satisfaction. 


Indeed toward the end of the enter- 


tainment the said abstract A, -S, 'a must 
have been considerably enlarged. That 
fact was patent As a matter of course 
the health of our president and Eng- 
land's sovereign were woposed at the 
proper time, this being a regular func- 
tion at all military or naval dinners. 
And, as usual, the band, being warned 
by an unseen signal, as each was cele- 
brated, the proper national air was 
wafted by the tropical and flower per- 
fumed breeM through tha windows. 
Before leaving the table Dewey and 
Kitchener were- nmembercdt- and with 
the port anecdote and song w,ere in or- 
der. The unavoidable absence of our 
genial captain was much regretted on 
this occlnon, aa he was dining at Gov- 
ernment House. 


presence of one whose fund of anecdote 
and powers of entertainment are well 
known in the sarvioe to bo unsurpassed. 


Calling at Bombay wag made neces- 


sary by the email coal capacity of the 


j ttaieigh. Aa the plague WM at the time 


raging most violently we would have 
omitted this port, not eo much from 
dread of the disease, which for Euro- 
peans appears not so very formidable, 
but from f«ar of being seriously annoy- 
ed by subsequent quarantine. However, 
there was no help for it, so to Bombay 
we wended-our way. As matters turned 
out we had no reason to regret it, tho 
quarantine regulations being through 
the courtesy of the authorities waived 
for ua at Adeii, tbua putting us on a 
square basis for later ports. To record 
the hospitalities received at Bombay 
would be a repetition of what has been 
said of Singapore and Colombo. 
The 


usual dinners, luncheons, etc., the same 
expressions of friendship nod the same 


' Anglo-Saxon banner "to the fore." 


I must, feowever, say something of 


the splendid Yacht club of Bombay, to 
whose members we are indebted for 
much pleasure. This club is ona of the 
most remarkable ia the world. Its fine 
buildings and spacious gardens offer ev- 
ery comfort to the tropical resident 
One of its charming features is the pres- 
ence of women, who, with their hus- 
bands and brothers, share its privileges, 
and every fine afternoon, about 6, 
when the band is playing in tho 
grounds, a smartly dressed gathering, 
mounting into tho hnndredu, may bo 
seen taking their ices or afternoon tea. 
In spite of the sad havoc the plague WHS 
making among the natives, it seemed 
evident that foreigners paid little at- 
tention to it. 


Between Bombay and Aden the Ra- 


leigh had the very unusual experience of 
running down a whale." While racing 
at some 14 knots tho ship struck tha 
monster fairly in the middle, so that its 
head rose on ona side of tbe bow and 
its tail came thrashing up on the other. 
And there it hung, forced with awfnl 
violence through the surging and eddy 
ing water, until the ship had been stop- 
ped and it slid clear of tbe ram. Poor 
whale I The last seen of him he was 
belly tip and sinking with a broken 
back. 


The "barren rocks of Aden" were 


reached on Jan. 27. Aden, like Gibral- 
tar, is a mere military station. Tho 
English government keeps here a regi- 
ment of iafantry and a large force of 
artillery. During onr stop we were 
overwhelmed with attentions 
from 


army, navy and civilians. To mention 
in detail the numerons civilities ex- 
tended us would require a whole article 
by itself. It was evident that the en- 
tente cordiale was as popular at Aden as 
at previously visited ports. An English 
officer of high rank here said to me, 
"Your victory at Manila was our vic- 
tory." 


When we reached Suez, we had the 


curious experience of meeting a Span- 
ish transport loaded with soldiers re- 
turning from 
Manila. She passed 


through the canal immediately ahead 
of us. The fact that just a year before 
there was no idea of war, and Spain 
was to all appearances as firmly seated 
in Manila as Uncle Sam ia in New 
York, offered food for considerable re- 
flection. In general when we passed 
Spanish vessels—a not infrequent occur- 
rence during our journey—they dipped 
their colors to us. Certainly events 
have moved rapidly in a twelvemonth. 


At Port Said the ship merely stopped 


for coal and proceeded to Alexandria. 
By the kind permission of Captain 
Coghlan the officers and many of the 
crew were permitted to visit Cairo. We 
were thus enabled to see this most 
charming place during the height of tho 
season, and many distinguished Ameri- 
cans were found to be in the city at the 
time. Mr. Harrison, our consul general, 
gave us one of those dinners that have 
made him celebrated as a host, and it 
was long after midnight before we bade 
adieu to his hospitable roof. Among 
the guests asked to meet us were the 
major general commanding the army 
of occupation and Mr. Harrison, the 
local manager for Cook & Co. This gen- 
tleman most courteously tendered us 
the use of one of the company's steam- 
ers for a trip up the Nile, and it was 
with much regret that we were obliged 
to decline his most generous offer. As 
we steamed out of Alexandria the sev- 
eral foreign men-of-war in port manned 
the rigging and "cheered ship." 


In a couple of days we reached Malta 


and on our arrival were welcomed most 
pleasantly by the English soldiers, who 
came down to the point in great num- 
bers and gave us three hearty British 
cheers. Nearly the whole English fleet 
was in port, and the army and navy ex- 
erted every effort to make on? visit a 
pleasant one. We were given dinners, 
opera parties and all sorts of entertain- 
ments. Indeed, so much attention be- 
came embarrassing, as our engagements 
left us no opportunity to make return 
for these hospitalities. 


Among the interesting entertain- 


ments to which we were asked was a 
dinner and private theatricals given by 
the officers of H. M. S. Empress of In- 
dia. The play was "Cinderella." the 
feminine parts being taken with great 
"ffeci by some of the younger midship- 
men. 
We were complimented by seeing 


the stage draped with onr dear stars 
and stripes, intwined with the flag of 
old England. 


A little joke was brought in about 


Hobson which caused much applause 
and amusement.—Cor. New York Her- 
ald,

Succeeded In Reaching Nantucket Coast After 


Terrible Hardship. 


Nantucket, Mass., April 19.—The fish- 


ing schooner Eliza of Beverly, Captain 
Hopkins, which sailed from Hyannis 
Monday for the fishing grounds, struck 
on Rose and Crown shoals at 1 o'clock 
Tuesday morning, and 11 of the crew of 
14 men were lost. 


The three survivors landed at Siascon- 


get in the schooner's dory. They report- 


| ed that the schooner is a total loss. The 


boat was lAtlly damaged, and they 
reached Siasconset with great difficulty. 


The following is a Hat of the members 


of the crew who were drowned: Cap- 
tain Martin Hopkins and his two broth- 


I «rs, Seth and Emerson; John Matlwr&on 


I and James Matherson, brothers; Knis- 


I man Smith and Herbert Smith, broth-

| Smith, cook, and Oscar Hopkins.

The three survivors were Guilford 


Doane, Alberta Nlckerson and George 
Miller. 


The three men who finally reached 


Bhore had a perilous trip, as the dory 
was badly damaged, and one man had to 
bail constantly to k«e<p her afloat, while 
the other two rowed. They reached 
fiiasconset Tuesday forenoon and were 
kindly cared for by the inhabitants of 
the little village. 
, 


The EHza was a frail fisherman, and 


while carrying as many men as a 
trawler, nevertheless had only one boat 
on board, a fact that undoubtedly ac- 
counts for the great loss of life. 


The schooner left Hyannia Monday 


evening and made a quick run through 
the sound and out passed Great Bound 
Shoal lightship. The night was clear, 
but a heavy sea, the relic of the north- 
west gale of th« day, was running, al- 
though not sufficient to cause the schoon- 
er any inconveaience. After passing the 
lightship the schooner headed to the 
south of east for the Great Rip and the 
fishing grounds. 


Only one man was on the deck as the 


vessel run off before the wind, and it is 
believed that he miscalculated the shoal, 
for at 1 o'clock he suddenly shouted, 
"breakers ahead." Before any other 
members of the crew could rea«h the 
deck, the Eliza struck the shallow part 
of the Rose and Crown, and with the 
first pound an enormous hole was broken 


| in her bottom, whiie the great waves 


swept over her from stem to stern. Cap- 
tain Hopkins shouted to the men to take 
to the rigrgSng, while Doane, Nickerson 
and Miller got the dory ready for launch- 
ing. 


According to Do&ne's story, before any 


other member of the crew could join the 
three men a wave came thundering 
aboard and swept the dory off the deck. 
The three fishermen, however, clung to 
her desperately and managed to right 
her, although it was found that she \va« 
leaking badly. The dory was rowed 
back to the schooner and an attempt 
made to take off other members of the 
crew, but Captain Hopkins refused to go, 
saying that it would soon be light and 
that they would be seen by the Sankaty 
light keeper, who would, send a Jifeboat 
for them. 


For fo,ur hours the men in the dory 


struggled to keap her above water that 
they might rescue their companions 
when it became light, but when dawn 
finely arrived the schooner bad"go"ne 'to 
pieces. An hour more was spent ln~a 
fruitless search among the wreckage, 
but nione of the bodies were seen. 


It was a long, hard row- over the rips 


to Siasconset, and the - men -were well 
nigh exhausted when they reached 
shore. 


The Rose and Crown is one of the 


numerous shoals which surround Na/n- 
tucket island. It lies 10 miles due eaet 
from Siasconset, and the rips across it 
can be plainly seen from the shore. There 
is an average of 15 feet of water on the 
shoal, but there are shallower parts 
where there is only seven feet. The 
Rose and Crown has caught many a 
poor fishing schooner, and its victims 
number among the hundreds. 


The Eliza was built in Beverly in 1877, 


and was owned by her skipper, Captain 
Hopkins. She was 86 feet long, 20 feet 
wide and 6 feet in depth. 


Captain Hopkins, his relatives, and 


Smith, the cook, belonged m Beverly, 
while the balance of the crew were from 
Nova Scotia. Oscar Hopkins wa» a 
cousin of Captain Hopkins. 
i 


Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, April 19.—After a debate which 


lasted sfll day, the house yesterday final- 
ly passed the bill permitting the Boston 
Elevated Railway company to relay the 
railway tracks on Trernont street. An 
attempt to attach a referendum in order 
that the voters might clocide the ques- 
tion, was defcatec".. 
At the completion 


of the subway, last year, the tracks .on 
Tremont street were removed in accord- 
ance with the subway act, but the ele- 
vated road claimed that tliey should 
go down again, as the subway has 
reached its fullest capacity. 
The bill 


will go to the senate for concurrence. 


The contest is practically the only one 


of importance before the present legis- 
lature, with the possible exception of 
the telephone bill, but it is unlikely that 
the members will see fit to cut the session 
short on this account.

Chicago, Aprli 19.—A letter received 


here today from N. J. Moore, an Amer- 
ican merchant in Samoa, who for years 
has been Mataafa's close friend and ad- 
viser, relates some Interesting details 
of the troubles in the islands. 
The let- 


ter, written March 25, says: 


"When 1 received, in advance of its 


posting, a copy of the proclamation de- 
cided upon by the British and American 
sides, and issued by Admiral Kautz, I 
thought it a very moderate document, 
and that ons that might well be ob- 
served. I sent word twice to the natives 
on Mulinuu that I thought they should 
obey it, and I think they so intended, as 
Mulinuu was soon deserted, and the 
prisoners were liberated, whie the Royal- 
ists went to Tutulla for those who were 
up there. 
I promised captain White of 


the Philadelphia when he came ashora 
that I would do all I could to facilitate 
a quick and satisfactory arrangement, 
and sent word to Mataafa. and his chiefs 
that no sailors would be landed and no 
Kuns given to the prisoners, and that 
they ought to go to their homes and ob- 
serve peace while the powers deliberated. 


"I am sure that Mataafa's followers 


would have gone just as Admiral Kautz 
wanted, and as I was advising, when 
British Consul Maxse commenced arm- 
Ing the returned prisoners, and they 
began to boast what they were foing to 
do with the assistance of the warships. 
This news arrived when Mataafa was 
speaking In the very midst of a meet- 
ing in which he was dismissing the peo- 
ple. 
At once a great number arose, cry- 


ing; the weak cannot govern the strong; 
our slaves shall not rule us: we will 
fight," and the meeting was broken up. 


"It is as singular as it is instructive 


that these wild savages, as they are 
frequently represented to be, have .not 
up to now destroyed a single v.-hite man's 
house, though all over the island they 
are in full possession of them, all of the 
back part of Apia being at their mercy 
now. 
While the guns of the Porpoise 


can now be heard blasting habitations, 
the homes of Gurr and Carruthers, who 
have caused all this trouble, remain un- 
molested by Mataafa's followers. 


"To subjugate this country will re- 


quire not less than 10,000 troops with all 
accessories, and then a great loss from 
exposure and casualties must be counted 
on. 
The Samoans are not cowards. 


They are ftghting in a just cause, and 
God knows I hope this will soon 
be 


recognized and appreciated." 


The Commissioners' Instruction*. 


Washington, April 19.—The instruc- 


tions to the Samoan commissioners have 
been completed. They are alike in all 
essential respects. They were summed 
up by one of the high commissioners 
substantially as follows: 


The commission is given complete au- 


thority to carry on a provisional govern- 
ment for Samoa. In doing this the in- 
structions carefully prescribe the pre- 
servation of order and the security of 
life and, property as a first requisite. It 
is provided that the dutie? of all officials 
heretofore 
exercising 
authority in 


Samoa, either under the tieaty of Berlin 
or in the service of either of the govern- 
ments'shall be suspended in order that 
the high commission shall have complete 
authority over the affairs of the island. 
The commission is required to make re- 
port upon a variety of things, including 
the recent collisions ajid the causes lead- 
ing up to fh«m: also as to the adminis- 
tration of the islands, the rights of the 
several claimants to the kingship, also 
to What changes are desirable in the 
methods provided in th* treaty of Berlin. 
The instructions call for unanimity in all 
actions by the commission. The action 
taken by tiie commission when unani- 
mous is to be conclusive, without refer- 
endum, except when it suspends a pro- 
vision of the treaty of Berlin i&that case, 
a'so a provision of the treaty may be 
suspended by unanimous agreement ol 
the members, but the suspension is ad 
referendum, and is not finally binding 
until the three governments approve or 
disapprove it. 


The exact extent to which the treaty 


can be temporarily suspended is not quite 
clear, and on" of 'he commissioners said 
that it would require consultation among 
the commissioners to make this point 
certain. 
The instructions are broad 


enough to include the recent troubles, 
the bombardment, n'ghtinjr. arrest of a 
German citizen, etc., eo that these acute 
phases, as well as the general govern- 
ment of Samoa, will be adjusted without 
further conflict between the three gov- 
ernments. 


In connection with the statement made 


in the British house of commons that 
there was Bworn evidence that a Ger- 
man had incited the natives.to ambush 
the Anglo-American party, it is stated 
in official German quarters that if any 
German has been guilty of such action 
tihe German government will punish 
him. Instructions'have been issued to 
the cQinnmi'Jer of the German warship 
FaJke to see that the accused is held un- 
til the facts can be established.

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HOW WHITE MEN LIVE IN THE PHILIPPINES.

HE life which the white man who 


liv«s in the Philippines is forced 
to -lead is perhaps best repre- 


sented by that Anglo-Indian existence 
of which Rudyard Kipling has written 
•o interestingly. It is not indeed a par- 
ticularly eventful sort of existence, and 
for many reasons both the Englishman 


Europeans do any manual labor, this 
being left to the Chinese coolies and 
the natives. Europeans rise early, and, 
taking advantage of the cool mornings. 
Set under cover during the middle of 
the day, when the mercury crawls up 
near the 100 mark !n a most amazing 
manner. 


After their midday siesta they reap- 


quurter of the globe. These young fel- 
! lows have a little clubhouse of their 
own, play tennis, bathe, have tiflin to- 
gether and even indulge in an occa- 
sional game of cricket, to the inexpress- 
ible astonishment of the languid eyed 
natives, who cannot understand that 
any rational being could be prompted to 
move himself about unless driven to do 
so by relentless destiny. It might be 
added that this Iloiloan colony is also 
| given to the consumption of inordinate 
' quantities of whisky and soda notwith- 
standing the danger attending such 
\ practices in a climate like that of Pa- 
nay. There is now at lloilo also a pros- 
perous American club, the members 
of which not long ago erected a very at- 
tractive clubhouse. 


It is the general thing that after three 


years' service the different clerks and 


do so owns and drive" u trap. Under 
the recent Spanish administration there 
was a daily concert by one of the mili- 
tary bands given in the cool of the 
evening, and immense throngs would 
come out on the Metelle and the Casea- 
da Aquada each night, crowding these 
thoroughfares with all kinds and condi' 
tions of carriages and conveyances.

The heat and the present unhealthful 


condition of the islands, of course, have 
a great deal to do toward making social 
life in the Philippines a, dull one. After 
a few weeks' sojourn in that enervat- 
ing oriental climate even the restless 
American and the energetic English- 
man lose their old stock of activity and 
find 'themselves more and more resem- 
bling the slothful native and the lan- 
guid Spaniard, at whose sluggishness 
they were so ready to poke gentle fun 
during the first few days of their life 
on the islands.

THE SHRINE OF 


THOMAS A' BECKET. 


The accompanying illustration is a 


facsimile of a very old and rare draw- 
ing, preserved in the Cotton library, 
showing the shrine and bones of no less 
a personage than St. Thomas a' Socket. 
Not long ago it was claimed that cer- 


tain bones discovered in Canterbury 
cathedral were those of this saint. The 
drawing here reproduced was originally 
made in the reign of Henry VIII and 
appeared in the edition of "Monasticon 
Anglicanum," printed by Richard Hod- 
kinsonno in 1U55. The drawing shows 
the little iron chest containing the skull 
and bones of the saint, with the piece.of 
cranium which was struck off at the 
martyrdom rejoined to the skull. Now, 
it will be at once noticed that these 
few bones do not indicate a complete 
skeleton, and if this was all that was 
preserved in the shrine it is certainly 
difficult to reconcile the idea that the 
skeleton discovered at Canterbury was 
that of Thomas a' Becket. It is knoxvn 
that 'the piece of skull"struck off was | 
preserved in a separate shrine, but 
what eventually became of the saint's 
remains is now wrapt in mystery.

RANUNGA HOUSE IN NEW ZEALAND 


The little Samoan town of Apia, although one of the most out of the way 


corners of this earth, has been of late the scene of some very-stirring events. 
For the last ten years, as is now well known, there has been a tripartite fight 
between Mataafa, Malietoa and Tamasese, the rival .native claimants for the 
long disputed kingship of Samoa. With the death of Malietoa. last autumn 
there was a revival of activity in Samo:a.n kinginaking, and one result of the 
civil war that followed was the partial destruction of the harbor of Apia. It 
was out of this condition of affairs that the present trouble has risen and has 
caused Apia to be one of the most closely watched of the world's villages. 


It was early in 1S89 that the three different powers interested in Samoan 


affairs—the United States, England and Germany—held a convention, which 
confirmed the independence of the islands and acknowledged the equal rights 
of the three different signatory powers. Apia was regarded as the seat of gov- 
ernment, and it was there that the consuls of the different countries were in- 
structed to reside. There are also at Apia a number of American and English 
missionaries, besides representatives of a few American business houses. 


The distinction of traveling in the costliest and most sumptuous railway 


train in the world belongs to General Diaz, the president of the republic of Mex- 
ico. Even the royal continental train of Queen Victoria cannot compare with 
liis in magnificence and finish. The accompanying illustration is an interior 
view of the Pullman car boudoir of Mine. Diaz, and neither the train of the 
czar nor that of the kaiser of Germany can. show any such chamber of solid 
comfort on wheels. 


What makes this train of the Mexican president even more interesting is 


the fact that it is a gift to the general from his admiring people, in recognition 
of the firm and clever financial policy which has characterized his fifth term 
as president of the Mexican republic. The first car of this train is 76 feet long 
and contains the richly upholstered dining room and the cooking apartment for 
the travelers. The second coach is 68 feet long and is mafle up of the private 
apartments of the party and the reception room. At the rear of the second 
coach is an observation platform, having a dome in the overhanging hood 
forming a roof 7 feet in diameter, in the center of which swings an ornamental 
lamp. A reception room, upholstered in green plush and ornamented with the 
carved insignia of the republic, opens off this platform. Next to tho reception 
room are the private apartments of Mme. Diaz, upholstered in cream and blue 
and finished in white mahogany, with decorations in the Louis Quinze style.

The main buildings 
will cover no less than eight acres of 
ground and are now building on the 
west side of the Sehuylkill river within 
15 minutes' ride of Philadelphia's city 
hall. Within the exposition grounds, 
outside of the space occupied by the 
main buildings, will be ample space for 
the erection of detached structures for 
special exhibits which cannot be accom- 
modated in the main halls. 


One of the buildings will be given 


over to an exhibition of American art.
